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Last  Sunday  1  spoke  about  the  spiritual 
destiny  that  God  has  for  each  person  and 
for  our  church.  It  is  important  to  look 
back  over  the  past  year  and  reflect  on  our 
own  spiritual  growth  and  to  consider  what 
are  the  goals  for  our  own  relationship  with 
God,  our  spouse,  and  our  families  for  the 
next  year.  It  is  important  as  a 
congregation  to  reflect  over  the  past  year 
as  well  and  to  set  goals  for  the  upcoming 
year  that  we  might  strive  for  in  the  Lord's 
ministry.

The 
Youth  group  sponsored  a  wild  talent  show 
and  had  a  great  response  in  the  turn-out. 


Worship  attendance  is  up  from  1991,  and 
our  choir  sounds  better  than  ever  under 
the  direction  of  our  new  choir  director 
John  Kratzat. 

I  would  say  1992  has  been  a  good  year  in 
the  life  of  our  church  and  1  look  forward  to 
1993  together.

Last  week  I  reflected  on  some  of  the 
highlights  of  1992.  Now  I  would  like  to 
share  with  you  some  of  our  goals  for  1993. 
With  evangelism  as  our  emphasis  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  we  have  set  a  goal  of 
45  new  members  for  1993,  with  our 
worship  growing  from  209  to  230.  This  will 
take  the  effort  of  every  member  to  reach 
out  and  invite  others  to  worship. 

Our  Sunday  School  has  a  goal  of  having 
100  people  in  classes  Sunday  morning, 
studying  the  Bible  and  our  faith.  We  want 
to  continue  to  develop  our  youth  programs 
and  develop  some  more  prayer  and  Bible 
study  groups. 

In  December,  we  approved  the  following 
budget  for  1993.  Please  note  the  decrease 
in  staff  salaries.  This  is  because  in  1991 
we  had  a  full-time  Minister  of  Education, 
two-thirds-time  Minister  of  Music  and 
Pastoral  Care,  a  student  minister,  and  a 
Senior  Pastor.  We  now  have  a  half-time 
Director  of  Music,  two-thirds-time  Minister 
of  Faith  Development,  and  a  full-time 
Senior  Minister. 

In  1990,  we  had  3  1/6  staff  people  doing 
the  program  and  pastoral  care  of  the 
church.  Now  we  have  2  1/6  programmatic 
staff.  This  has  meant  the  Minister  of  Faith 
Development  and  the  Senior  Minister  have 
had  to  pick  up  those  other  responsibilities. 


We  have  added  an  editor  in  the  office  at 
ten  hours  a  week  to  help  with  Mngs.  We 
were  able  to  give  a  4%  raise  to  the  support 
staff,  and  the  Senior  Minister  received  3% 
raise  on  his  salary  or  a  2%  raise  on  his 
total  package. 

We  are  very  excited  about  the  programs 
being  developed  in  our  committees,  and  we 
feel  good  in  our  continued  support  of  our 
Outreach,  with  13%  of  our  budget  going  to 
ministries  beyond  our  local  church. 

The  budget  has  been  designed  to  equal  our 
projected  income.  We  worked  very  hard  at 
not  having  a  budget  that  was  more  than 
what  our  pledges  and  other  income  totaled. 
We  will  try  to  be  good  stewards  of  your 
monies  for  the  ministry  of  the  Lord's  work. 

I  hope  this  has  been  helpful  as  we  move 
into  1993  together!

We  said  last  week  that  we  would  try  to 
match  anything  you  bring  us  with  a  client. 
We  have  one  item  which  we  have  quit 
trying  to  give  to  someone.  It  just  sits 
there  on  the  shelf —a-  nice  green  four- 
ounce  can  of  sauerkraut  juice.  If  you 
would  like  it.  give  us  a  call  and  it's  yours! 

Our  problem  with  most  food  items  is 
making  sure  that  we  have  enough  for 
everyone.  We  try  to  supply  a  balanced 
diet,  enough  for  three  meals  a  day  for  five 
days,  every  thirty  days. 

If  a  client  returns  sooner,  our  charter 
says  that  we  can  give  them  some  USDA 
surplus  food  items,  but  generally  this  in 
no  way  is  a  balanced  diet  Sometimes 
when  we  have  a  good  supply  of  food,  we 
listen  to  our  hearts  and  not  to  the  rules. 
You  can  help  us  listen  to  our  hearts  by 
making  sure  there  is  plenty  of  food  on  the 
shelves.

An  Open  Letter  from  Brian  Preehtl.  Member  of  People  of  the  Covenant  Group 


^st  fall  I  became  a  member  of  a  pilot 
)rogram  in  our  church  called  People  of  the 
'ovenant. 

t  was  with  slight  trepidation  and  anxiety 
hat  I  readied  mjself  for  our  first  meeting, 
fes.  I  knew  I  wanted  to  learn  more  about 
he  Bible,  the  power  of  prayer,  and  how  I 
jould  be  a  bettei  Christian,  but  did  I  have 
he  lime  to  commit  to  yet  another  activity? 
tfter  all.  Monday  was  my  only  free  evening 
md  I  felt  as  if  1  was  under  a  good  deal  of 
>ressure  and  had  so  little  time  to  meet  the 
lemands  of  ray  already  overcrowded 
schedule. 

lonetheless.  1  found  myself  in  the  first 
neeting  of  the  Covenant  group.  1  knew  the 
riher  people  sitting  around  me  in  my  living 
oom  casually  or  not  at  all  and  wondered 
rhere  all  this  vould  lead,  little  did  1 
ealize  how  this  extra  commitment  that  I 
oade  almost  grudgingly  would  change  my 
ife. 

tar  group  it  seemed  was  comprised  of  such 
liverse  personalities,  points  of  view  and 
ollections  of  life  experience  that  1 
magined  a  mild  or  vague  sense  of 
ommonality  between  us.  But  what  in 
ictuality  happemd  was  startling.  We  found 
o  many  common  threads  that  seemed  to 
Tin  through  all  our  lives.  We  had  similar 
[uestions.  doubts,  fears,  joys,  triumphs  and 


failures.  We  were  clearly  all  at  different 
places  in  our  spiritual  journey.  Some  like 
myself  were  just  awakening  that  spiritual 
child  that  remained  buried  beneath  the 
layers  of  years.  Others  were  somewhere  in 
the  middle  of  the  journey  and  still  others 
have  been  on  life's  spiritual  path  for  a  good 
portion  of  their  lives. 

But  the  one  thing  that  made  our  situation 
gel  so  quickly  was  that  all  of  us  had  a 
common  desire  to  strengthen  our  faith  and 
welcome  Jesus  into  our  hearts.  By  opening 
ourselves  to  the  spirit  we  became 
instruments  of  His  love  and  ambassadors  of 
that  love  to  all  whom  we  touched. 

It  came  to  us  in  fuzzy  half-glimpses  and  in 
blazing  epiphanies  and  in  every  stage  in 
between.  At  first  we  talked  about  the  Bible 
verses  that  we  were  to  read  each  week 
trying  to  understand  God's  word  and  its 
implication  in  our  own  lives  and  had  some 
simple  and  general  prayer  time  at  the  end 
of  each  session.  Then  gradually  things 
began  to  happen. 

We  began  to  really  open  up  to  each  other 
and  open  our  hearts  to  the  spirit  in  our 
prayer  sessions.  Suddenly  we  all  began  to 
feel  a  real  presence  in  our  lives,  not  just  in 
our  meetings  which  were  super  charged  but 
in  our  day  to  day  existence.  It  was  so 


much  easier  to  sustain  a  spiritual  outlook 
because  we  had  a  spiritual  group. 

Perhaps  even  more  amazing  was  our 
discovery  of  the  power  of  prayer.  Week 
after  week  we  would  all  bring  in  prayer 
requests  from  others  in  the  congregation 
or  from  people  outside  our  church  and  we 
would  lift  them  up  in  our  prayers.  I  was 
astounded  how  often  the  prayers  seemed  to 
be  answered. 

Equally  astounding  were  the  changes  I  saw 
in  myself  and  which  others  seem  to  notice 
in  me  as  well.  I  felt  100  pounds  lighter 
and  knew  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  the 
richness  of  God's  grace. 

And  to  think  I  hesitated  when  first 
considering  this  "extra  commitment."  How 
easily  I  might  have  missed  knowing  the 
greatest  joy  of  my  life.  For  it  has  ended 
up  to  not  be  a  burden  at  all  but  a  source 
of  constant  inspiration  and  hope  which 
makes  all  my  days  easier,  all  my  real 
burdens  lighter  and  all  my  relationships 
more  joyful. 

I  invite  you  to  take  your  share  of  the 
Kingdom.  Join  us  for  a  Taste  of  the 
Covenant  during  Lent  and  come  to  know 
the  joy  of  commitment  with  a  group  of 
other  children  of  God  seeking  His  way.

One  last  reminder:  Please 
bring  bring  cans  of  fish  and 
crackers  next  Sunday  for  our 
food  bank. 

I'm  not  going  to  ask  for  food 
anymore  today,  but  I  will  try  to 
explain  the  operation  of  your 
food  bank. 

First,  we  get  food  from  four 
sources: 

The  first  is  donations  from 
you  and  members  of  other 
churches  in  the  area. 

The  second  is  the  Associated 
Churches  warehouse.  This  food 
is  purchased  with  money  from 
government  grants,  private 
sources,  and  donations  from 
churches. 

The  third  source  is 
government  surplus  food 

distributed     by      the     Associated 


Churches. 

And  the  last  source  is  the 
purchases  we  make  with  donated 
money. 

Bread  and  other  items  we 
find  on  special  sale  are  bought 
with  these  donations.  We  also 
obtain  items  from  the  Community 
Harvest  Food  Bank,  for  which  we 
pay  a  12  cents  a  pound 
maintenance  fee. 

Secondly,  we  distribute  the 
food  to  clients  in  our  designated 
area. 

We  are  currently  working  at 
providing  a  more  balanced  diet. 
We  are  required  to  limit  clients 
visits  to  once  every  30  days. 

We  invite  you  to  visit 
anytime.  Your  help  either  as  a 
worker  or  a  contributor  of  food 
or  money  is  greatly  appreciated. 
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Question:  How  can  you  serve  God? 


We  come  to  church  on  Sunday 
mornings*  to  a  Bible  study 
through  the  week,  or  to  a  special 
program  through  the  week,  and 
we  receive  a  lot  from  the  church 
to  help  us  deepen  our  faith. 

How  can  we  give  something 
back  to  God?  The  next  couple  of 
weeks  in  worship,  we  will  give 
people  an  opportunity  to  suggest 
areas  of  interest  they  would  be 
willing  to  serve  God.  This  might

Last  week  I  mentioned  money 
contributions  to  the  Food  Bank. 
I  would  like  to  explain  how  your 
money  is  used. 

Money  in  excess  of  what  we 
maintain  for  repairs  to  our 
equipment  and  what  is  spent  on 
purchase  of  food  is  forwarded  to 
the  Associated  Churches 

warehouse    for    wholesale     buying 
of  staple  items. 

We  buy  some  staples  when 
the  warehouse  has  exhausted  its 
supply.  We  buy  items  such  as 
chickens  when  they  are  offered 
at  special  prices.  Last  year  we 
bought  540  pounds  of  chicken, 
repackaged  it  and  put  it  in  our 
freezers. 

During  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas,  we  purchased  and 
distributed    60    turkeys     obtained 


from  the  Community   Harvest  Food 
Bank. 

We  go  the  Community  Harvest 
Food  Bank  when  they  have  items 
we  cannot  obtain  from  the 
Associated  Churches  warehouse. 
While  the  food  is  free,  we  must 
pay  a  12  cents  a  pound  fee  as  a 
maintenance  fee. 

Last  year  we  received  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  a  week 
in  contributions  to  the  Associated 
Churches  warehouse  fund,  but  as 
I've  been  told  by  the  Associated 
Churches,  our  job  is  to  feed  the 
poor  as  long  as  there  is  food. 

We  have  run  low  several 
times,  but  we've  never  run  out. 
God  will  provide  as  we  do  our 
part.

The  Country  waited  with 
trepidation  for  the  verdict  in  the 
civil  case  against  the  four 
policeman  who  were  on  trial  for 
police  brutality  against  Rodney 
King. 

Central  L.A.  was  ready  for 
riot  and  war!  The  amount  of 
violence  and  guns  in  our  society 
in   1993  is   staggering. 

Here  are  several  facts  that 
are  interesting  to  know  about 
guns. 

***Guns  kill  their  owners  and 
family  far  more  often  than 
criminals.  Handguns  purchased 
for  home  protection  are  43  times 
more  likely  to  be  used  to  kill  the 
owner,  family  member  or  friend 
than  it  is  to  be  fired  in  self- 
defense,  according  to  a  study 
published  in  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine. 

***More  than  24,000 

Americans  die  from  handgun 
violence  each  year  according  to 
the  FBI,  and  handgun  violence  is 
sharply     increasing.  In      fact, 

handguns  kill  the  same  number 
of  Americans  every  two  years  as 
were  killed  in  the  entire  Vietnam 
War. 

***More  than  135,000  students 
carry  handguns  to  school 
everyday,  and  another  270,000 
have  carried  a  gun  to  school  at 
least  once,  according  to  the 
National  School  Safety  Center. 

***Five  school  children 

murdered  and  30   injured  in   mere 


minutes.  One  lone  gunman  toted 
an  AK-47  to  a  Stockton 
elementary  school  and  gunned 
down  34  children  and  one 
teacher  in  less  than  two  minutes. 

***There's  virtually  no 

regulation  of  gun  dealers. 
Anyone  who  sends  in  $30  can 
obtain  a  3-year  license  for 
selling  guns,  often  in  violation  of 
local  law. 

***Ameriea  is  the  world's 
most  violent  nation,  by  far.  The 
chance  of  getting  gunned  down 
in  America  is  55  times  higher 
than  if  you  lived  in  Great  Britain 
-  while  almost  7  times  higher 
than  Australia. 

I  am  not  against  individuals 
having  guns  for  hunting,  but  the 
amount  of  guns  and  violence  in 
our  society  must  force  us  to 
examine  why  —  there  is  so  much 
violence?

of  the  five  days  and  evenings 
there       had       to       do       with       the

Convention— *we  were  to  be 
partners  with  God  and  partners 
with  our  fellow    men  and   women.

The  amount  of 
help  the  Associated  Churches 
Food  Bank  system  receives  from 
the  federal  government  has 
decreased  alarmingly.  We  need 
your  help! 

Many  if  not  most  of  our 
clients  are  employed  at  jobs 
which  pay  little  more  than 
minimum       wages.  Those       on 

welfare  and  AFDC  are  certainly 
not  getting  rich.  If  we  don't 
help  —  who  will? 

Because  of  the  short  fall  in 
federal  grant  money  the  next  two 
months     will     be    critical    for     the 


food  bank  system  in  Allen 
County.  In  the  fall  donations 
from  private  collection  will  come 
in  and  pick  up  the  load,  but  we 
need  help  now. 

Food  and  personal  items  are 
welcome  as  always,  but  money  is 
better  since  it  allows  us  to  buy 
what  we  need  wholesale  through 
the  Associated  Churches.  Mark 
your  donation  for  the  food  bank. 

We  have  never  run  out  of 
food,  and  we  won't  now.  God 
will  provide  help,  but  it  will  be 
through  you.

Pastor  Jerry  makes  true  cxiolessioo.... 


I  have  a  confession  to  make! 
Yes,  a  true   confession. 

Before  I  became  a  minister 
and  would  come  and  sit  in  the 
sanctuary  on  Sunday  mornings,  I 
did  not  believe  the  monies  I  gave 
to  the  church  really  made  a 
difference. 

Oh,  I  knew  it  was  good  for 
me  to  give,  but  I  thought  even  if 
I  didn't  give  one  week  or  two  or 
three  that  the  church  would  be 
able  to   go  on    with  its   ministries. 

Now  that  I  am  a  minister 
being  called  to  give  oversight 
and  direction  to  the  life  of  the 
church,  I  have  seen  how 
generous  or  diminished  giving 
effects  the   church. 

Let  me  give  you  an  example. 
In  the  past  nine  months  of  this 
year,  we  are  down  $9,000  in 
pledges  and  $5,000  in  actual 
monies.  Now      considering      we 

have  a  budget  of  $180,000  for 
nine  months  —  that  is  not 
terrible  but  if  we  do  not  make 
up  this  amount  by  December,  we 
will  be  in  a  more  serious 
financial  position. 

It  was  not  that  we  had  one 
or  two  people  who  did  not  give 
what    they     pledged    but    more    of 


us  who  missed  a  couple  of  weeks 
or  months  in  our  giving.  We 
have  174  giving  units  in  our 
church  and  if  only  90  units  are 
under  $100  in  their  giving,  the 
church  is  running  $9,000  in  the 
red   very  quickly. 

I  realize  there  are  always 
circumstances  that  limit  some  of 
us  from  giving  what  we  would 
like  and  that  is  why  the  rest  of 
us  who  can  give  and  are  behind 
in  our  giving  can  try  to  catch 
up. 

I  share  this  information  with 
you  because  I  really  think  a 
number  of  us  do  not  think  our 
$50  to  $100  a  month  will  be 
missed,  and  not  impact  the 
ministries  of  our  church. 

Yes,   it   is    missed,    so    if    you 
can     give    a    little     beyond     your 
regular   giving   to   help    those    who 
can't    give    at    the    time,    it    would 
be  deeply  appreciated. 

Well      I      hope       you       weren't 

disappointed    that    my     confession 

wasn't    more    dramatic    but     those 

confessions      I'll      keep      for       my 

memoirs  .

Jorden,  a  prominent  minister  in 
Fort  Wayne,  son  was  shot  by  a 
stray  bullet  at  the  Old  Fort 
YMCA. 

What  a  terrible  tragedy  to 
see  a  young  man's  life  possibly 
taken  from  him  by  a  senseless 
shooting. 

Many  of  us  last  week  were 
shocked,  confused  and  in 
disbelief  that  something  like  this 
could   happen. 

The  reality  of  this  shooting 
happens  everyda}7"  across  this 
country. 

Why? 

There  are  many  reasons  for 
the  random  shootings.  A  deeper 
question  that  moves  us  to  the 
first  question  is  to  ask  why  is 
the  United  States  such  a  violent 
nation.  Compared  to  developing 
countries,  the  U.S.  is  the  most 
abundant  in  resources,  has  the 
highest  average  per  income  per 
household,  yet  we  have  such 
violence. 

It  used  to  be  hunters  would 
teach  their  children  about  the 
respect  for  the  firearm  and 
would  keep  the  bullets  out  of  the 
reach        of         children.  Now, 

everyone  has  a  gun  and  many  do 
not  understand  the  ramifications 
of   guns  in   our  society. 


We  have  to  take  a  driver's 
test  to  get  a  driver's  license. 
Why  not  require  people  at  least 
to  have  a  gun  test  and 
background  check  before  they 
can    buy   a   gun? 

Washington,  D.C.  has  the 
strongest  gun  control  laws,  yet 
the     highest     homicide     rate.  I 

cannot  believe  that  people  need 
AKA's  to  hunt  with.  The  N.R.A. 
has  resisted  and  lobbied 

legislators         in  congress         to 

address  the  reality  of  having  too 
many  guns  in  hands  of  people 
who  do  not  understand  the 
sacredness   of  life. 

I  don't  pretend  to  have  all 
the  answers,  but  we  must  start 
to  do  something  in  a  pro-active 
way  or  our  youth  will  all  be 
dead.

It  was  almost  9  a.m.,  Monday,  Nov. 
22.  I  could  not  help  notice  a  line  in  the 
parking  lot  already  formed  at  the  back 
door  to  the  church. 

Being  the  good  student  I  am  and 
wanting  to  learn  more  about  how  the 
Foodbank  operates  to  feed  "these  least  of 
my  brothers  and  sisters",  I  asked  Wes 
Westerfield  if  I  could  "observe"  a  bit  of 
what  happens  at  our  Foodbank. 

It's  now  11:30  a.m.,  I  have  finally  set 
down  for  my  morning  coffee  and  I  wipe 
the  sweat  from  my  brow.  I  was 
overwhelmed  by  all  the  goings  on. 
Needless  to  say,  it  was  a  hands-on 
observation  (or  as  Fran  Beckwith  said,  "a 
baptism  by  fire!"

Church. 

It  seemed  like  so  much  food.  I 
wondered  where  it  would  all  fit  or  how  we 
could  get  it  put  away... we  could  barely 
walk  around  in  the  Foodbank. 

I  was  soon  educated! 

Fran  had  been  listing  names  and  doing 
paperwork  while  the  food  was  coming  in 
and  was  now  asking  Wes  and  Dick 
Vanderwall  to  "fill  the  orders." 

It  seemed  as  though  I  was  constantly 
in  the  way,  as  I  tried  to  unpack  and  put 
food  on  the  shelves,  for  literally,  as  fast  as 


the  food  came  in  —  it  went  out.  Most  of 
the  food  brought  in  never  hit  the  shelves

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I  was  hungry  and  you  gave  me  food 


When  Dan  wrote  the  article  last  week 
about  his  visit  to  the  food  bank,  he  was 
somewhat  confused.  We  do  not  buy  food 
from  the  Associated  Churches 
warehouse —  the  food  is  free.  We  can  get 
food  from  the  Community  Harvest  Food 
Bank  by  paying  a  12  cents  per  pound 
maintenance  fee.  While  the  Associated 
Churches  warehouse  does  get  grants  from 
the  city  and  private  donors,  it  is  not 
enough  to  support  the  25  food  banks  in 
Allen  County.  It  is  the  support  of  the  area 
churches  which  makes  the  difference 
between  an  adequate  supply  of  food  and 
times  when  we  may  have  to  tell  clients  that 
there  just  isn't  anymore  food.  This  year 
we  have  been  close  to  not  having  enough 
food  several  times. 

Lincoln  Life  has  offered  a  matching 
grant  to  the  Associated  Churches  of 
$20,000.  The  offer  is  open  until  the  end 
of  the  year.  Presently,  Associated 
Churches  has  about  $13,000  in  matching

For  the  first  three  years  of  his  life, 
Billy  was  severely  neglected  and  sexually 
abused.  His  parents  often  confined  hirn  to 
a  dog  pen  and  turned  their  attention 
elsewhere. 

At  age  four,  Billy  was  sent  to  live  with 
an  aunt,  where  he  was  assaultive  to  the 
other  children  and  exhibited  animal-like 
behaviors  under  stress.  His  home  for  the 
next  nine  months  was  the  state  mental 
hospital. 

Today,  Billy  is  at  the  Colorado 
Christian  Home,  a  National  Benevolent 
Association  unit  of  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ). 

He  has  been  diagnosed  with  a  thought 


disorder  that  causes  him  to  see  and  hear 
things,  and  with  post-traumatic  stress 
syndrome  from  his  earlier  abuse.  He  is 
responding  well  to  treatment  and  has 
formed  attachments  to  staff. 

The  prognosis  is  hopeful  that  he'll 
return  to  a  home  environment  in  a  year  or 
two.
